Columbus, Aug. 16—Governor Nas'i is indignant at the publication this 


morning in one Cincinnati paper and one Columbus paper of what purports 


to be an official abstract of the municipal code. In an interview with your 


correspondent the governor declared that the publication was without au- 


thority from him. He said that the m atter published must have been fished 


out of the waste basket, and declared that it was incorrect in some essent- 
ial particulars. 


The governor now says that his code will provide for boards of public 


service in cities to be elected by the people for terms of three years, where- 


as the publications referred to stated that these officers would be appointed 


by the governor. The governor says it has also been determined that po- 


lice and fire boards will be appointed by the mayor and not by the governor 


On the franchise tax question the taxes to be paid by public corporations 
will be fixed in each city by the council and will not be five per cent, of the 


gross receipts as represented in the illeged abstract published this morning. 


The published abstract of the Code to which Governor Nash addudes 


are as follows:

COLUMBUS, Aug. 16— The Nash administration code Lill to be present- 


ed to the coming extraordinary session of the Legislature contains these 
salient points: 
„- ' The dividing line between cities and villages is fixeu at the population 
of 10,000. 


Villages are to be incorporated, created and governed under present 


laws. Council for villages is to consist of six members, and other officers 
are Mayor, Marshal, Village Clerks, etc. 


Council of cities are to consist of not less than nine members, three of 


whom are^ to be elected at large; for each additional 15,000 population a city 
shall have an additional Councilman, and whenever 
the total number of 


Councilmen is 15 or more one member of every five shall be elected at large. 


Cities are not to be redistricted later than January 1. 
'The Mayor of cities is given limited power. The Mayor, President of 


Council, Auditor and Treasurer are elected for a period of three years. The 
City Solicitor is appointed by the Mayor. 


The departments of Public Service and Public Safety, to consist of 


three members, are to be appointed by the Mayor and to serve for three 
years. These boards are to have charge of all public institutions and char- 
itable and reformatory institutions. 


The bill as printed provides for a board of Police Commissioners, to be 


appointed by-the Governor. 
This is to be changed in the revised bill, and 


the Police and Fire Departments are to be under the control of the Board ot 
Public Safety, to be elected for a term of three years. The revised measure. 
as does the printed bill, provides for civil service in Police and Fire De- 
partments. 


Bvcry city is made a municipal Court district, and provision is made for 


the election of Police Judges and Clerks. 


The tax levy for municipal purposes each year is limited, cities to 10 


mills, villages to 5 mills. 


Council may not grant franchises to street railway or other quasi-public 


corporations for a term exceeding 25 years. 


No grant shall be made except to the company making the city the beat 


offer for rights, and unless at least 5 per cent of the gross earnings of such 
company are paid to tne municipality. 


At the end of each period of 10 yeirs Council may regulate prices, rate 


of fare, etc., for the service provided by companies, that obtain the privi- 
leges. A per cent of the gross earnings of such are paid to the municipal- 
ity. 


The Nash municipal code contains 14,234 words, over twice as many as 


the Constitution of the United States. The Governor has repeatedly stated 
that the code ought not contain more than 0,000 words, the number of the 
constitution.

THE SPECIAL SESSION. 


The necessity for an extraordinary 


session of the legislature has put the 
Ohio Republican bosses in a hole. 
They are accustomed to having enor- 
mous campaign funds and compensat- 
ing corporate interests for their con- 
tributions with protection against un- 
favorable legislation. When the reg- 
ular session adjourned the corpora- 
tions heaved a hugh. sigh of relief and 
felt safe for two years mere. 
They 


•were well satisfied with the treatment 
they received at the hands of the Re- 
publican legislature and were ready 
to dig deep down into their pockets to 
carry the state for their protectors this 
fall. 


Then came that supreme court deci- 


sion like a thunderbolt out of a, clear 
sky, and GOT. Nash had to call a spe- 
cial session. 
That the governor has 


a right to do, and he has the right al- 
so to make recommendations to the 
legislature. But that is as far as his 
power goes. 
Once the 
legislature 


convenes it can do as it pleases and 
take up any legislation it sees fit. To 
avert tae agitation of legislation fur- 
ther regulating corporations and trusts 
an attempt has been made by the Han- 
na-Dick-Nash 
machine 
to 
secure 


pledges from the Republican members 
that they will not permit the enact- 
ment of any legislation save that rec- 
ommended in the governor's message. 
Hew many of the members have tied 
themselves up to that program 
we 


have no means of knowing, but one 
thing is certain, and that is that quite 
a respectable minority of the Repub- 
lican majority have 
refused 
to be 


bound hand and foot and permit the 
Governor to be the whole thing. And 
that means trouble for Gov. Nash. 


The Deomcratic members, of course, 


are not pledged to anybody; and t'aey 
may have matters to present which 
fire of as much importance to the peo- 
ple as a new municipal code. Certa'n- 
ly they will put up a. good fight for his 
home rule, and they are Republicans 
•who will be with them if the wishes 
of their Republican constituents are 
heeded. 
In making a new municipal 


code it is important that the right of 
the people to make the corporations 
pay their just share of taxes be pro- 
tected, and Democrats should insist on 
this kind of protection. Republicans 
as well as Democrats, aside from the 
bosses who are willing to sell the peo 
pie out for campaign contributions are 
in favor of equal rights for all and spe- 
cial privileges to none in the matter 
of taxation. 
And some Republican 


members will not easily be led into be- 
traying their constituents in the inter- 
ests of party bosses and tlie corpora- 
tions.

Wells For Tile Bitches. 


Among the most essential things in 


the construction of tile ditches is a 
good putlet. A ditch may be dug and 
tiled all right and do the work for 
which it was made all right for a short 
time, and then it begins to fail, and 
when investigation is made to find the 
cause nine times out of ten it is found 
that the tiles Lave filled up for some 
distance. This is frequently caused by 
hogs and other stock. Now, thi3 can 
be better prevented than remedied. 
Dig a well ax the mouth five or six 
feet square and four to six feet deep 
and wall it with two inch lumber. Cut 
a bole for the tile and let the tile pro- 
ject a few inches in the box, or well. 
..Cut a space on the lower side of the 
box for overflow. Now you have your 
tile where you can go any time and 
see if all is right. Nothing can enter 
the tile to choke it. Clean the mud, 
etc., out well as often as necessary to 
keep it below the tile. This can gen- 
erally be done during dry times. More 
than one ditch can bo emptied into or.c 
well all right. We have a ditch and 
well constructed on this plan, and over 
300 rods of tile empty into the well, 
and we expect to run another ditch in- 
to the same well. This is not an es- 
pensh e arrangement, and we would 
recommend it highly. 
We consider 


this one of the best things we ever 
letirned in connection with farming 
and expect to adopt this plan until \\ e 
have found something- better.—W. T. 
Burford in Practical Farmer. 


Paris Green. 


The purity of paris green can be 


quite readily and fairly accurately 
tested by dissoh ing it in strong am- 
monia water. If pure, all of the paris 
green will dissolve, the solution turn- 
ing a deep blue color. 
TJndissolved 


sediment indicates impurities or adul- 
teration. Another test is to place a 
little of the paris green between two 
pieces of window glass and rub them 
together. If adulterated with lime, 
barium sulphate or similar white ma- 
terials, it will appear to turn white in 
places. Paris green of good quality is 
intensely bright green and uniform. 
When adulterated, the green loses 
something of its intensity and is gray- 
ish green and is not always uniform.— 
Charles D. Woods, Director Maine Ex- 
periment Station. 


•The Difference In Cows. 


Professor T. L. Haeker of the Minne- 


sota experiment station states that by 
weighing all the food given during a 
year to the cowa of the station dairy 
herd, weighing the milk and testing 
the butter fat it was found that some 
of the cows produced iSutter at a cost 
of 12 cents per pound,_while for others 
the cost ran as high as 17 cents per 
pound. A few cows produced but lit- 
tle over 200 pounds of butter in a year, 
and others gave about 400 pounds. 
Breed made little difference, but the 
cows that made the cheapest butter 
were all of the -wedge shaped dairy 
type.

In the locality in question 
the negroes were allowed to vote, pro- 
vided they voted the way the whites 
wanted them to. Upon a certain elec- 
tion day one of Mr. West's friends hap- 
pened to meet an old darky of his ac- 
quaintance and accosted him with the 
query, "Well, Uncle, have you voted?" 
"Yes, boss," was the melancholy an- 
swer; "seen votin as 'twuz." 
Justice Marian's Sarcasm. 


According to the St. Louis Republic, 


when Judge Marshall, no-w on the su- 
preme bench of Missouri, was city 
counselor of St. Louis his duties on one 
occasion called him to Washington to 
defend before the supreme court a 
judgment which he bad obtained for 
the city in the trial court. His oppo- 
nent, as the judge relates it, was mak- 
ing a very confused and rambling ar- 
gument for the appellant, and "the pa- 
tience of the court was visibly dimin- 
ishing. Finally Mr. Justice JJarlan re- 
marked, "Now tell us, Mr. 
, what 


you really want this court to do." "To 
reverse the judgment, if your honors 
please," quickly replied the attorney. 
Doubtless," was the quiet but crush- 
ing rejoinder as the justice sank wea- 
rily back in his chair. 
A Story of Judge Napton. 


One of the brightest names in the an- 


nals of Missouri jurisprudence is that 
of the late Judge Napton, who served 
so many years on the supreme bench. 
A lawyer once ventured to speak to 
aim of the Missouri supreme court de- 
cisions in their printed form as "law- 
books." "Oh, no; not lawbooks!" was 
the quick response. 
"They are only 


Missouri reports." 
While he was a 


member of the supreme court some 
one attempted to quote to him as an 
authoritative interpretation of the pres- 
ent Missouri constitution the opinion of 
a member of the convention which pro- 
mulgated that instrument. "Humph1." 
said the old jurist, with a characteris- 
tic toss of the head. "These people 
who helped make the constitution ap- 
pear to know less about it than any- 
body else." 


It is said that when the judge was a 


young man, just beginning the practice 
of law, he appeared upon one occasion 
before the circuit court of Cole county, 
over which the late Judge Todd pre- 
sided. It happened that he was on the 
osing side of the cnse. but he acquitted 
himself with a brilliancy that crave 
sromise of his future eminence at the 
jar. In overruling his contention Judge 
Todd remarked to the young attorney: 


"Mr. Napton, when your power to 


practically apply the law shall equal 
vour present ability to discuss it, you 


•ill be a master in your profession." 
Years afterward Judge Napton liked 


:o relate the story of this kindly re- 
buke, and he always said that it did 
him more goad than anything that ever 


nappened to him In his early profes- 
sional career.. 
They Had to "Show Him." 


When Marshal Lee of the supreme 


court was down. In Kentucky a few 
years ago to apprehend Mninie White, 
a fugitive from justice, he met with 
some difficulty there in the matter of 
costs the officials had charged np 
r.gainst his prisoner. They knew she 
had money and evidently wanted to 
"squeeze" her for all she was worth 
before allowing the Missouri officer to 
take her. Mr. Lee detected the scheme 
at once and made an appeal before the 
circuit court for a close examination 
of each item in the bill of costs. The 
Kentucky sheriff and prosecuting at- 
torney objected, but the Missouri mar- 
shal insisted until his earnestness be- 
came so apparent tliat at last the cir- 
cuit judge, speaking from the bench, 
said: "Mr. Sheriff, the gentleman is 
from Missouri. 
You'll have to show 


him." Being "shown," the tax bill was 
cut down about three-fourths. 
Oratory on the Federal Bench. 


Colonel Morton Jourdan of St Louis, 


formerly assistant attorney general of 
Missouri, once attended a session of the 
United States circuit court at Spring- 
field, Mo., when Judge John F. Philips 
was presiding and witnessed an exhibi- 
tion of the judge's well known orator- 
ical power in instructing the jury. In 
the federal courts the juries are usual- 
ly instructed orally and not in writing, 
as is done in the state courts. The de- 
fendant, a long, lean, lank timbermau 
from the Ozarks, was squatting on his 
haunches, chewing his cud of "long 
green," and Judge Philips was ha- 
ranguing the jury with great force. 
The defendant quite naturally mistook 
the court's instructions "for an argu- 
ment on behalf of the government, and, 
nudging one of the bystanders with hla 
elbow, he drawlingly remarked, "Say, 
stranger, ef I'd hired that old gray 
headed cuss yander to plead my case 
fur me the government wouldn't 'a' 
stood'no show at all, would it?" 
State Pride. 


At a church social given by the la- 


dies of the Methodist church at Las 
Vegas, N. M., W. G. Haydon, a lawyer 
and a native IVIissourian, responded to 
the toast, "Missouri." 
Among other 


things, he said: 


"The Missourian to the manner bom 


is proud of his people, of his state and 
loves his home, be it a cabin. No peo- 
ple, aside from the Kentuckians, have 
more state pride, love honor more or 
are greater hero worshipers. Most good 
things originate and come from Mis- 
souri—good Methodists, for instance, 
the school of osteopathy and the Welt- 
mar system of magnetic healing. Her 
people are God fearing and honest. 1 
will give you an illustration of their 
honesty. Once a Missouri woman went 
to see Forepaugh's show, and she had 
no money, so she took a pig to town 
with her to pay her way into the show. 
She presented the pig to the doorkeep- 
er, who asked her what it was for. She 
replied that it was to- pay her way in. 
He told her" he didn't want the pig, "but 
to go in and pay the next time the cir- 
cus came to town. A few years after 
that Forepaugh's show again came to 
town, and a woman came to the en- 
trance and handed out the price of two 
tickets. The doorkeeper asked her why 
she wanted to pay for two, and she re- 
plied that she was the woman who had 
brought the pig and now wanted to pay 
up." 
Judge William O. Forrist. 


One of the most brilliant men who 


ever followed the practice of criminal 
law in Missouri was Judge William O. 
Forrist, formerly of Ohio. His drawl- 
ing, 
raspy voice and solemn counte- 


nance, with an iron gray mane hang- 
ing about his fine features and massive 
head, will long be remembered in Mex- 
ico, 
Mo., where he lived for many 


years. He died some ten years ago. 


I recently heard one told by the Hon. 


Thomas B. Buckner of Kansas City, 
who lived in Mexico for a number of 
years. He said: "After I had read law 
for some time in the office of Kennan 
& Mclntyre, whose office adjoined that 
of Judge Forrist, I concluded that 1 
would enter Ann Arbor, but before do- 
ing so I thought I would stand an ex- 
amination for admittance to the bar. 
If I succeeded, I could then enter the 
senior class. I applied to Judge Gil- 
ehrist Porter. It was in vacation of 
court, and he appointed, a committee 
composed of Samuel Craddock, Judge 
Forrist, General D. H. Mclntyre and 
Hon. 
W. H. Kennan to examine me 


and he would then act upon their re- 
port, either refusing or granting a li- 
cense, as they might recommend. The 
committee met, and I appeared before 
it. Mr. Craddock served as chairman. 
He asked me zny age, what books I 
had studied and for how long a time 
I had been reading law. He then pass- 
ed me over to the other gentlemen for 
their examination. I was feeling pret- 
ty nervous, but Judge Forrist began in 
such a gentle and kindly manner that 
the examination began to lose its ter- 
rors. He said, 'Tom, suppose this com- 
mittee should make a favorable report 
to Judge Porter in your case, what 
would you consider your first duty to 
this committee?' 


" 'I think my first duty would be to 


set 'em up.' said I. 


" 'Mr. Chairman,' said the judge, 'I 


must sny the young man has the most 
correct ideas of the fundamental prin- 
ciples of the law of any young man it 
has ever been my good fortune to ex- 
amine. He has been here in my office 
off and on for a number of months 
past, and I know he has been a faithful 
student, but I had no idea that he had 
reached such an advanced stage of de- 
velopment. I have met men who prac- 
ticed law for years who have no such 
clear conceptions of the fundamental 
principles as my young friend. I there- 
fore move that the committee make a 
favorable report.' The motion carried, 
nnd the amenities of the profession 
were Indulged."

Army and navy experts are now en- 


gaged in the extremely difficult task of 
iirawing up rules fcr the army and 


lui \ .> .lii.in. v., t1:> oi' ' \ . u i r,.Uiiv 
^ liiv,u 


will be played at the eastern entrance 
of Long Island sound from Aug. -0 to 
Sept. 0, says the New York Times. The 
ships of the navy will bo followed by 
newspaper tugs, as in time of actual 
war. On the army side, however, there 
will be only the secret coast defenses 
engaged. To admit newspaper men or 
any one else to these would be violat- 
ing one of the strict regulations of the 
service. 


In addition to the complicated work 


of drawing up the rules of the contest, 
preparations for the "game" in two 
other particulars are going on at a rap- 
id pace at present- The army is mo- 
bilizing sufficient men at the forts in- 
volved to man the guns. The search- 
lights are being placed in order, cob- 
webs are being removed from the 
works, and preparations for real action 
are going on. The guns, ammunition 
and other facilities will, when the war- 
fare begins, be in trim for actual con- 
flict. 


"You see, when a battleship is afloat 


and in commission," said an army offi- 
cer, "she is just as much ready for ac- 
tion in peace as in war. With a land 
fortification it is different." 


The fleet to take part in the game 


will be under command of Rear Admi- 
ral Higginson. The first class battle- 
ship Kearsarge will be the flagship. 
Then there will be the armored cruiser 
Brooklyn, flying the flag of Itear Admi- 
ral Coghlan, second in command; the 
first class battleships Alabama and 
Massachusetts, the cruisers Olympia, 
Cincinnati and Montgomery, the gun- 
boats Gloucester, Mayflower, Scorpion, 
Hjst, Leyden, Nina and Peoria, the 
converted cruisers Prairie, Panther 
and Supply and seven torpedo boats. 


Tbe problem of the first week of the 


war game will be, Are the coast de- 
fenses of Long Island sound and the 
advance guard of the United States 
fleet capable of preventing the landing 
of an invading army 1 'In the second 
week the question will be, Are the 
coast defenses of Long Island sound 
capable of preventing the approach 
to New York harbor of a large hostile 
fleet when the navy of the country 
happens to be away looking after some 
other fleet of the enemy? 
, The first move will be on Aug. 20, 
•when the converted cruisers will be 
detached from Rear Admiral Higgin- 
son's squadron and go to sea. They 
will then within the ensuing seven 
days seek to pass the defending squad- 
ron and forts and establish a base of 
supplies and action within the sphere 
of activities. It will be supposed that 
these swift moving vessels are the ad- 
vance guard of an approaching fleet 
of transports protected by a large 
squadron of battleships and that if the 
advance guard can get by the larger 
force is capable of doing likewise. 


Rear Admiral Higginson's plan of 


defense will be to send out scouts, and 
upon the value of their work will de- 
pend the success of the defending 
squadron's efforts. 
The scouts will 


attempt to pick up the enemy's fleet 
and hold on to it until a decisive ac- 
tion can be fought. Commander John 
E. Pillsbury of the Prairie, •« ho will 
command the invaders, will seek to 
elude the defending squadron at night, 
in a fog or in any manner possible. 


In case the invaders should be picked 


up after they have passed the defend- 
ing fleet and an attack should be made 
the question of success will become 
somewhat more complicated. If the 
defending fleet can catch the invaders 
in time to bring their ships within 
range for a sufficient time to demolish 
them before their men can be landed, 
the defending squadron will be consid- 
ered to have won. But if the convert- 
ed cruisers are able to effect a landing 
their part of the game will have- been 
won, and it will have been shown that 
the navy and the coast defenses are 
weak in a critical place. 


On Aug. 2«> it will be considered that 


the imading and the defending navy 
have n-ade ponce and decided to join 
forces. 
At any nite the whole fleet 


will be united under Rear Admiral 
Higginson and will go to sea. It will 
be supposed that the const defenses 
are left entirely unaided by ships of 
war, that the country's navy has gone 
to fight a squadron of the enemy in 
some distant locality. 
Roar Admiral 


Iligcinson will tlien attempt to pass 
the forts at the ontranfc to tho sound 
nnd get within hr.iiing distance of New 
York harbor. Doprhcd of scouts and 
marine forces r.f ;ill kinds, the coast 
defenders will have to depend at night 
upon "searchlights nnd in daytime upon 
telescopes, lighthouses, etc., for their 
information. 


As soon as the ships of the squadron 


get within firing d^tance of a fort to 
be attacked they will pr< t into action. 
The firing will be done with subcaliber 
guns. Thi« will ho for the purpose of 
savins larire quantities of powder and 
yet cue the mon training in the use of 
,nl! the guns of tii" ships and forts. 
The subcaliber gun is a small gun 
placed within a lar^r one. Blank car- 
tridges will of course be lired. A rec- 
ord will have to lv? made aboard '•.hip 
of every shot (1:0*1. every distance 
from which it is fired, etc. 
Records 


will aKo lie kept of the nhofs and the 
range of firing from the forts. 
Tlie 


calculations of both ships and forts 


will have to be compared to establish 
the exact conditions, and the umpires 
will then have to make their decision 
as to the winner. The hope of the navy 
will be theoretically to destroy all the 
fortifications and be in position to ap- 
proach New York harbor. 


The umpires will make their awards, 


nnd for appeals from the decision of 
the umpires courts of arbitration will 
be established. Four umpires have al- 
ready been appointed to apply the 
rules which shall be established for 
this mock contest. A fifth umpire will 
be appointed to settle any point upon 
which these officers cannot agree.

lead or a heavy stone at each end. 
The hunter catches it in the middle, 
whirls it round his head in the air, 
and when it has acquired sufficient 
momentum and the bird is favorably 
located he lets go the lariat, which, if 
properly aimed, winds itself around 
the legs of the ostrich and throws it 
headlong npon the sand. The hunter 
then rides up and cuts the throat of 
the bird or ties it until the peons have 
plucked its feathers. In the latter case 
it'is released and returns to the herd.

M'MILLAN'S GENEROSITY. 


The Senator's Kindness to a Brake- 


man and a Woman Employee. 


The late Senator James McMillan of 


Michigan "n as princely in his liberality, 
says the Detroit Tribune. In public 
and private charity, in support of his 
party and ta encouragement of many 
deserving objects and persons he an- 
nually donated a respectable fortune. 
His beneficence"" was systematic and 
unceasing. He contributed annually to 
every charitable institution in Detroit 
and made a special donation of §5,000 
to the poor fund during the year 1894. 
Whenever he encountered any striking 
example of the world's misery he al- 
ways sought to relieve it. Into his of- 
fice came one day a brakeman "who 
had been employed on his Lake Su- 
perior railroad. 
The man's leg had 


boon injured by the cars,' and he had 
been sent to a hospital. He frankly 
told Mr. McMillan that the road was 
not to blame for the accident; that it 
was caused by his own carelessness. 
Mr. McMillan defrayed his expenses 
and before he. returned to Lake Su- 
perior gatve hii6°nn artificial leg, an 
outfit o£ -clothing and an order for 
steady employment. 


A few years ago a Texas clergyman 


came to Detroit. He was agent for 
the Mary Allen seminary at Crockett, 
Tex., an institution for-the education 
and industrial training of colored girls. 
The lady who founded the institution 
had succeeded in erecting the educa- 
tional building and had then died, and 
a dormitory was needed to make the 
seminary a success. 
Mr. McMillan 


heard the appeal, invited the clergy- 
man to call upon him, and when fie 
heard a full description of the institu- 
tion said: "My dear sir, you can re- 
turn home. I -will be happy to carry 
the matter to a conclusion." The re- 
sult was a fine dormitory building close 
to the seminary for which the senator 
paid ?16,000. 


As Senator McMillan's fortune In- 


creased so did his charitable works, 
says the New York Times. "When first 
chosen a senator, he was known as a 
systematic giver to private and public 
philanthropic undertakings, and ,no 
other man In Michigan, it is stated, 
ever gave away so much money or 
gave it more ungrudgingly than he. 
As an instance of his generosity and 
his regard for those who were de- 
pendent upon liim for their livelihood 
it is related tWt once he advised an 
employee to invest $1,000 in a 'com- 
pany he was incorporating. The em- 
ployee, a woman, replied that she did 
not have $1,000. 


"Well," said Mr. McMillan, "I'll in- 


vest it for you, and you can repay me 
out of the dividends " 


There are in Michigan—and else- 


where, for that matter—hundreds of 
young men whom he aided. He helped 
many of them to get an education. To 
others he gave situations in connec- 
tion with the enterprises he controlled.
